Fifth avenue, New York City. 


Originally a daily newspaper, I nev- 


er received a copy. Then it was forced 
to suspend as a daily, restricting pub- 
lication to Sunday. 


About that time thc French gov- 


ernment announced an annual sub- 
sidy of some millions of francs to help 
friends of France ''do good" abroad. 


"Doing good" abroad, in this in- 


stance, appears to be the mailing of 
a French language weekly to every 
American newspaper office. 


Get this: France hasn't money to 


pay her war debts to the United States 
for the reason, among others, that she 
has to pay for subscriptions 
to a 


journal which American editors get 
but can't read!

French bureaucrats arrive at the con- 
clusion that mailing out the United 
States Courier to country newspaper 
offices will influence American news- 
paper opinion? 


It isn't such a strange reasoning.

He doesn't 
understand newspapers. He sees in a 
newspaper only an instrument of po- 
tential power. If he owned it he would 
do certain things. He doesn't stop to. 
consider that if he really owend it 
he would find that certain general 
policies forced him to run the news- 
paper in a certain way, to be fair and 
just to all subscribers and all divi-

Dillinger, passed by congress, is a- 
waitihg presedential approval, regard- 
ed as certain. It would levy a heavy 
tax on importers, manufacturers and 
dealers in machine gung. sawed-off 
shotguns or other arms with barrels 
less than 18 inches long, except pistols 
and revolvers, as well as silencerg 
and mufflers. Stringent rules are pro- 
vided for keeping records of move- 
ment of such weapons including fin- 
ger-printing of individual purchasers. 


Under such a law Dillinger would be 


committing a crime by carrying a 
machine gun. Algo he can be arrest- 
ed for owning a machine gun in many 
states under recent laws.

Ex-Sen. Thomas of 


Colorado Is Dead 


O p p o s e d Many Demo- 


cratic Policies, Includ- 


ing Gold Prohibition 


DENVER, Colo. — (#>)— Charles S. 


Thomas, 85, who capped a stormy car- 
eer as United States senator and gov- 
ernor of Colorado by defying Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's 1933 order against 
gold hoarding, died Sunday. 


Though a Democrat all 
his 
life, 


Thomas frequently clashed with lead- 
ers of his party. He termen "un-Dem- 
ocratic" the powers given President 
Roosevelt ynd in the Wilson adminis- 
tration 01 posed United States parti- 
cipation in the League of Nations 
and Versailles treaty. 


He was- retired from active political 


life last year when the president call- 
ed for the surrender of gold to the 
Treasury in connection with the nat- 
ional banking crisis. Thomas acquired 
more gold than the law allowed and 
defied the government to gieze his 
"hoard" of. $120. 


''I have qualified for the peniten- 


tiary and I am at your service," he 
write prosecuting authorities. 


His "hoard" was ignored, but later 


his daughter was indicted for gold 
hoarding, and Thomas announced he 
would help defend her on the ground 
that the order deprived citizens of 
'tehir property without due process of 
law and was unconstitutional. 
The 


case ig pending. 


Thomas sought unceasingly during 


his term in the senate—from 1913 to 
1921—to have silver rehabilitated as 
a currency basis.

Dual Killer Caught 


The name of Winnie Ruth Judcl is 


still vivid in the minds of many. For it 
was she who called one afternoon at 


a Los Angolefi freight depot for tw 
trunks shipped there from Phoenix 
Ari/onn. Employes, suspicious of f 
red stain in one trunk, refused to de 
liver them and in the argument Mrs 
Judd slipped nway. 


When the trunks w<*re opened th« 


dead face of Hedwig Samuelson star- 
ed unseeingly up from one; the dis- 
membered body of Agnes Anne Leroi 
wus found in the other. Mrs. Judd 
stood by her during her later xrial-- 
had shot both women in their Phoe- 
nix apartment, packed their bodies 
in the two courts, and shipped them 
to Los Angeles. 


There she intended to call for them 


and dispose of them later. After a 
few days of hiding out she surrender- 
ed. Mrs. Judd admitted both killings 
but claimed self-defense during a 
quarrel. 


In a long and sensational trial she 


was condemned to hang, but after 
many months in the shadow of the 
noose, a jury found her insane and 
sent her to an Arizona asylum where 
she is today. 


Held for Ghastly Killing- 


And today while English police seek 
he murderers of a woman whose dis- 
sected body was found in a trunk in 
Brighton, Philadelphia police are hold- 


without bail a young woman ac- 


cused of another ghastly murder. Jos- 
eph Hoge returned to Philadelphia 
recently to find that a young woman 


he 'had previously known was now 
his stepmother. She had married his 
father, Jacob Hoge, while the son 
was serving an enlistment In the army. 


One day Jacob came home from 


work to find his son sitting calmly 
on a trunk smoking a cigaret. The el- 
der Hoge inquired for his wife, and 
the son calmly said he didn't know 
where she was. 


When the father returned later from 


a search for his wife, he noticed the 
lid of the trunk ajar and looked in. 
There he saw the body of his wife, 
brutally 
crammed 
into 
the 
small 


steamer trunk. Eleven stab wounds 
hod brought her death. 


Backed by Relatives 


Young Hoge, speedily captured, first 


admitted, then denied, the murder 
when arraigned. His two brothers and 
sisters were standing by young Hoge, 
declaring their stepmother had been 
cruel. But the elder Hoge seems un- 
concerned and willing to let Hie law 
take its course as the son awaits trial.
